RULES  OF  DECORUM 

1.  Every  meeting  of  the  Association  shall  be 
opened  and  closed  with  prayer. 

2.  Visiting  brethern  invited  to  seats  uith 
us  may  debate  on  all  subjects  coming  be- 
fore the  association  but  vote  on  none. 

3.  The  moderator  shall  nominate  and  appoint 
all  committees  unless  otherwise  ordered 
by  the  association, 

'-♦.  IMo  subject  shall  be  discussed  without 
first  being  presented  on  motion  made  and 
seconded. 

5.  Every  speaker  shall  rise  and  address  the 
moderator  who  shall  announce  the  name  of 
the  speaker  before  he  proceeds. 

6,  No  person  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on 
the  same  subject  nor  occupy  more  than  ten 
minutes  without  the  permission  from  the 
body. 

7.  The  minutes  shall  be  read  and  approved 
before  the  adjournment  of  the  association. 

8,  The  association  shall  begin  at  10:00  A.M. 
(EST)  and  close  at  3:00  P.M.  (EST). 
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CONSTITUTION 

Article  I,  This  body  shall  be  known  as  the 
Cherokee  Indian  Missionary  Bap- 
tist Association. 

Article  II.  The  object  of  this  association 

shall  be  the  promotion  of  Christ's 
Kingdom  among  men  and  the  accom- 
plishment of  this  to  be  strictly 
conformable  to  the  New  Testament;, 

Article  III. This  association  shall  be  composed 
of  messengers  chosen  by  the  church 
in  the  assocation.   All  messengers  • 
are  expected  to  remain  until  the 
business  session  of  the  meeting  is 
over,  unless  excused  by  che  body. 

Article  Il/«  The  messengers  from  each  church  will 
bear  letters  certifying  their  app- 
ointment: also  a  statement  of  funds 
raised  for  pastors  salary;  inci- 
dental expenses  and  all  benevolent 
purposes  during  the  year.   All  let- 
ters must  be  in  on  the  first  day  of 
the  association.   Each  church  is  re- 
quested to  contribute  ten  dollars 
each  annual  session  to  pay  the  ex- 
penses of  the  association  if  church 
financially  able  to  do  so.   Any 
church  not  sending  a  letter  or  mes- 
senger for  2  years  in  secession 
shall  have  fellowship  withdrawn 
i from  them  by  the  association. 

Article  \J ,      The  officers  of  the  association 

ehall  be  moderator,  ass't  moderator, 
interpreter,  clerk,  treasurer,  his- 
torian, and  missionary, 


icle  l/I.   It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 

moderator  to  preside  during  the 
deliberation  of  the  body  and  to 
enforce  the  observance  of  the  con- 
stitution, preserve  decorum,  ap- 
point committees  decide  all  quest- 
ions, give  his  opinion  concerning 
the  subject  discussion  after  others 
have  spoken  or  uhen  called  -upon  to 
cast  the  deciding  vote  in  case  of 
a  tie. 

icle  VII.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  clerk 
to  record  all  proceedings  of  each 
annuo!  session,  to  superintend  the 
printing  and  distribution  of  the 
minutes, 

icle  VIII. It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  treas- 
urer to  receive  all  money  and  to 
faithfully  account  for  and  disburse 
the  some  for  the  purposes  collected. 

icle  IX,   Any  church  desiring  to  become  a 
member  of  the  body  shall  present 
her  petition  at  an  early  session 
of  this  assembly  through  her  mess- 
engers appointed  for  the  purDose 
and,  if  received,  the  modera3or 
shall  extend  her  the  right  of  fell- 
owship. 

icle  X.    The  association  may  invite  visiting 
brethern  to  seats  and  extena  to 
them  all  privileges  except  voting. 

icle  XI.   The  annual  session  of  tfiis  body  s 
shall  begin  on  Thursday  before  the 
first  Sunday  in  October  at  such 
time  and  place  as  this  association 
.may  direct  and  shall  elect  and  in- 
stall officers  on  the  first  day.

There 
tuas  a  motion  made  and  sustained  by  a  second  to 
accept  Yellow  Hill  and  Little  Snowbird's  letter. 
Carried, 

Moderator  calls  Bro,  Jim  Canley  to  lead  in  a 
song, ,  "Draw  Me  Nearer",  an  offering  was  re- 
ceiver! in  bhe  amount  of  $12.94, 

The  time  for  the  11:00  o'clock  sermon  was  turn- 
ed over  to  Bro,  Jim  Conley.   He  spoke  from  the 
second  chapter  of  Titus  and  read  the  1-7  verses.

Hev„  Robert  Bruhn^  Administrative  Assistant  to 
Dr0  Perry  Crouch  spoke  briefly  on  the  second 
day  concernin   State  Missions.   Rev.  Bruhn 
feriught  greetings  from  the  North  Carolina  State 
Convention  and  from  Dr.  Crough* 

Rev,  Bruhn  emphasized  the  need  for  each  individual 
to  practice  his  Christianity  each  day.   He  also 
urged  that  each  of  us  look  for  opportunities 
to  share  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ.

U.M.U.  REPORT 

I  want  to  express  thanks  to  our  Chief  where  he 
said  results  are  often  slow  to  identify.   This 
helped  my  feelings  of  discouragement  that  our 
women  do  not  care  enough  to  respond  to  their 
obligations  in  U.M.U.  work.   I  am  sorry  to  say 
I  have  only  one  bJ.M ■  U .  report  to  make.   That  of 
the  Waterfall  church.   They  have  twelve  youth- 
ful members  who  have  a  sincere  concern  in  miss- 
ionary needs.   Recently  they  elected  four  new 
officers  for  the  new  church  year.   A  junior 
GA  was  organized  by  Shirley  'Walkingstick  with 
eight  girls  for  junior  age.   There  were  four 
Y.Lil.A.  girls  needing  a  leader.   UJ.M.U.  work  is 
about  two  years  old  in  their  church.   Thia 
U.M.U.  is  beginning  to  seo  action  through  the 
community  as  these  women  launch  forth. 
Are  you  concerned  about  the  youth  in  your  comm- 
unity? Your  own  children?  Hew  about  your  home? 
Do  you  teach  them  the  Bible?   Be  concerned 
about  souls  of  people  in  your  community.   There 
ere  plenty  who  need  attention. 

Two  other  U.M.U.  reports  not  given  in  above 
report,  which  were  submitted  later,  are  that 
of  the  Cherokee  Baptist  Church  and  Big  Cove 
Baptist  Church, 
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CHEROKEE  BAPTIST  CHURCH  U.M.U. 

The  U.M.U.  of  the  Cherokee  Baptist  Church  had 
three  active  circles  with  29  members.   Inter- 
mediate and  Junior  GAs  28  members.   Beginner 
Sunbeams  with  12  members.   Mrs.  John  Reagan 
was  President  of  the  Missionary  Society.   Other 
officers  were  Bea  Smith,  Vice  President; 
Emily  Walkings tick ,  Edna  Horton  Circle  Chair- 
man; Eloise  Bryson,  (Might  Circle  Chairman; 
Bea  Smithj  Young  ladies  circle.   The  til. M.S. 
sponsered  both  Foreign  and  Home  Mission  study 
courses  to  which  all  Baptist  churches  of  the 
reservation  uere  invited  to  participate. 
Our  goals  for  both  Home  and  Foreign  Missions 
was  set  at  $317.00  each,  out  total  offering 
surpassed  the  $63^+. 00  goal. 

In  addition  to  our  regular  monthly  community 
missions  carried  out  by  each  circle.   Each 
circle  helped  a  needy  child  for  one  year9 
Helping  to  dress  the  child  for  school,  a  pre- 
sent at  Easter,  Birthday,  Christmas,  etc. 
seeking  to  fulfill  other  physical  and  spiritual 
needs.

SUNDAY  SCHOOL  REPORT 


After  Jesus  had  been  crucified  on  the  cross  for 
our  sins  and  after  the  glorious  resurrection, 
just  before  he  ascended  back  to  the  Father  He 
told  his  disciples  to  "Go  ye  therefore  and  teach 
all  nations'*.   The  Sunday  School  is  the  agency 
of  the  church  that  can  do  this  part  of  the 
Great  Commission,  therefore  we  feel  that  the 
Sunday  School  work  of  our  churches  has  the  app- 
roval of  God-   Lie  believe  that  our  Sunday 
Schools  have  the  greatest  opportunity  of  any 
phase  of  our  church  work  to  win  aouls  to  Christ. 
Every  teacher  should  strive  to  live  the  gospel 
and  to  teach  the  gospel  in  such  a  way  that  they 
can  win  their  pupils  to  Christ  and  to  Christian 
living.   Ue  believe  that  Southern  Baptist  pub- 
lishes the  best  literature  that  any  Baptist 
church  could  use.   Lde  think  that  it  is  a  great 
tragedy  that  so  many  of  our  churches  in  Western 
North  Carolina  deprive  their  children  and  adults 
of  the  fine  teaching  that  is  provided  for  them 
by  our  Sunday  School  Board.   Our  Sunday  schools 
have  a  great  opportunity  of  stressing  our  work 
as  a  denomination. 
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Sunday  School  report,  cant. 

Through  our  Sunday  Schools  we  can  teach  our 
people  to  support  our  Baptist  Program,   Our 
people  hear  so  much  criticism  of  our  Baptist 
work  from  people  who  ore  oppsed  to  our  work, 
who  put  self  and  selfish  interest  before  the 
cause  of   Christ  and  unless  ue  in  our  churches 
give  them  the  truth,  our  causes  will  suffer. 
Our  people  should  be  taught  that  Southern 
Baptist  stand  for  the  true  gospel  of  Christ. 
Our  people  should  be  led  to  give  through  the 
Cooperative  Program  and  to  support  all  the 
causes  that  our  Baptist  denomination  sponseis. 
We  find  that  every  church  in  the  Cherokee 
Association  is  having  Sunday  school  every  Sun- 
day but  two.   Also  that  a  fine  Sunday  school 
convention  is  held  every  third  Sunday  in  ea:h 
month.   There  are  around  1085  people  enroled 
in  the  fifteen  Sunday  Schools.   Several  of  :he 
churches  have  Sunday  school  rooms  already.  We 
trust  that  before  too  long  that  all  of  the 
churches  will  have  them.   Our  Sunday  schools 
need  trained-,  loyal  teachers  and  officers; 
though,  more  than  anything  else.   Lets  pray 
that  the  Lord  of  harvest  will  send  more  lab- 
orers into  the  harvest. 

There  was  no  training  union  report. 

The  2:00  o'clock  message  was  brough  b\  Bro. 
Ike  Jackson.   He  had  prayer  and  read  Isaiah 
55:6-7,  the  theme  of  the  Association.   His 
text  for  his  sermon  was  found  in  Colassians

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HISTORIAN  REPORT 

It  may  be  well  to  call  to  mind  the  "Cherokee 
Missionary  Baptist  Association  was  organized 
in  1881.   It  is  to  be  deplored  that  at  this 
time  only  a  few  conscrated  members  of  the  min- 
utes of  this  Association  can  be  found. 

It  is  earnestly  requested  that  from  this  date 
forward  much  care  should  be  given  to  preserving 
the  records  that  will  give  the  history  of  the 
proceeding  of  this  body.   This  report  would' be. 
incomplete  without  acknowledging  with  gratitude 
the  work  done  by  ALFRED  CORN  in  18'.G,  a  faithful, 
missionary  among  the  Indians. 

In  1853  Alfred  Corn  was  appointed  by  the  Domes- 
tic and  Indian  board  of  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention,   After  four  years  his  appointment 
was  discontinued  because  of  lack  of  funds.   The 
war  between  the  States  was  then  on,  this  however, 
made  no  difference  so  far  as  his  labor  uas  con- 
cerned.  Though  left  to  his  own  resources  he 
continued  to  preach  and  visit  among  them,  a  num- 
ber of  strong  were  converted  and  colled  to  the 
ministry  under  his  preaching. 

Rev.  Armstrong  Cornsilk,  who  was  active  in  the 
ministry  for  more  than  fifty  years,  uas  pastor 
of  the  Buffalo  church  when  he  died  in  the  pul- 
pit in  1925.   The  last  sermon  Bra.  Corn  preach- 
ed while  sitting  in  a  chair,  he  was  to  feeble 
to  stand,  Bro.  Cornsilk  heard  this  sermon  and 
testified  that  it  was  a  great  message. 

Rev.  John  Jackson  was  a  faithful  servant  at 
that  time  in  1876.   There  was  a  Fine  group  of 
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native  ministers  found  uhen  the  first  mission- 
aries was  sent  to  this  Indian  reservation 
from  the  Home  Mission  Board  of  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention,  Atlanta,  Georgia  in  1917.

He  then  read  the  articles  of  Faith  as  recorded  • 
in  E.T.  Hixcox  church  manual  and  it  was  app- 
roved by  those  who  were  to  form  the  new  church. 

Rgv,  Hamilton  then  read  the  Covenant  after 
which  the  Presbytery  gave  the  new  members  the 
right  hand  of  fellowship.   Then  members  gave 
each  other  the  right  hand  of  fellowship. 

Mr.  Hamilton  then  pronounced  the  church  duly 
organized.- 


After  being  pronounced  a  duly  organized  church 
the  members  proceeded  to  select  a  name  for  the 
neuj  church.   By  unanimous  vote  it  uas  named, 
"Cherokee  Baptist  Church". 

The  church  then  unanimously  selected  the  Follow- 
ing officers:

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STUDENT  SUMMER  MISSIONS 

This  past  summer  two  groups  of  students  from 
North  Carolina  and  Georgia  worked  for  a  period 
of  ten  ueeks  on~the  Reservation/  The  ten 
students  from  North  Carolina  worked  at  the  Rock 
Springs  Baptist  Church  and  the  Georgia  Students 
numbering  18  worked  at  the  Bethabara  Baptist 
Church. 

The  North  Carolina  students  constructed  an 
1800  sq.  ft.  educational  building  for  Rock 
Springs,   The  building  contained  classes  for 
Nursery,  Beginner, Primary ,  and  fellowship  room. 
T  e  building  is  equipted  with  a  kitchen.   Th(e 
floors  are  tiled  floor.   The  old  building  was 
painted  and  a  new  roof  was  added.   The  building 
is  heated  by  gas. 

The  students  from  Georgia  constacuted  the 
Bethabara  Church,   The  building  contains  ^00 
sq,  ft.   The  sanctuary  seats  180  and  the  educa- 
tional space  provides  rooms  for  185,   The  over- 
all space  is  adequate  for  Nursery  through  Adults 
The  building  was  constructed  out  of  concrete 
block,  concrete  floor,  with  tile  covering. 
The  building  also  contains  kitchen  facility 
and  room  enough  for  a  fellowship  hall. 
The  church  landscaped  the  area  and  provided  the 
laboi?  on  the  parking  lot, 

Mr.  Oliver  Smith  was  again  foreman  for  one 
group,  the  Georgia  students,   Mr.  Albert  Lambert 
was   oreman  for  the  North  Carolina  Students. 

This  was  prehaps  the  most  extended  ministry 
of  this  type  ever  attempted  in  the  SBC.   It  was 
a  blessing  to  our  area  and  to  these  Churches.

SUNDAY  SCHOOL  REPORT

As  ue  all  know,  Sunday  School  is  an  important 
agency  of  the  church.  One  of  it's  most  important 
tasks  is  the  leading  of  all  church  members  to 
worship,  uitness,  learn  and  to  minister  daily. 
Through  its  teachers  it  reaches  the  young,  the 
old,  the  saved  and  the  unsaved.  Through  its 
visitation  programs  it  reaches  the  sick,  the 
shut-ins  and  most  important,  it  can  reach  the 
un-reached  or  the  out-siders.

In  the 
ualking  years  before  automation,  a  drink  of 
water  needed,  as  teachers  and  pupils  went  their 
dusty  ways,  served  to  fellowship  and  minister 
to  people  along  the  roads.  Once  they  were  inside 
the  church,  Sunday  School  Glasses  through  friend- 
ship and  instruction  kept  them  returning  Sunday 
after  Sunday.   Our  Sundays  Schools  grew  and  our 
churches  flourished. 

Today,  sad  to  say,  through  atuomation,  our  cars 
whisk  us  past  our  neighbros  homes,  never  stopp- 
ing to  say  hello,  only  a  wave  of  the  hand  and  we 
are  gone.  bJe  never  take  the  time  to  reach  for  the 
un-reached  or  the  out-sider.  Is  it  any  wonder 
that  our  Sunday  School  Teachers  teach  the  same 
faces  Sunday  after  Sunday??  Does  it  become  a 
bore;  teaching  the  already  convinced?  Is  this 
why  so  many  good  teachers  decline  the  offer  to 
teach?  Let--us  take  a  new  attitude  toward  our 
Sunday  School  through  the  basic  committment 
approach.  Far  example;  the  disciples:  Shortly 
after  Calvary  and  before  Pentecost,  the  dis- 
ciples had  little  grasp  of  what  Oesus  Christ's 
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goals  were.  But  sometime  between  Calvary  and 
Pentecost,  Acts  does  not  reveal  the  exact 
time,  the  disciples  took  their  basic  committ- 
ment: That  the  works  of  Christ  would  not  f.all 
nor  fail.  To  look  at  another  moment  of  such 
dedication  and  committment;  take  the  Alamo 
Story,  A  group  ufider  Colonel  Travis  took  a 
voluntary  committment  to  defend  unto  death,  tne 
Alamo;  a  churchy fOne  hundred  eighty-seven  men 
stepped  forward  that  Sunday,  March  6,  1836  and 
gave  theiir  all  1*or  their  beliefs — If  we  today 
would  take  such  a  committment,  we  would  see  our 
church  grow  through  our  Sunday  Schools. 

Let  us  look  at  Rev.  (*:1„  John  tells  us,  "After 
this  I  locked  and  behold  a  door  was  opened'in 
Heaven,  and  the  £irst  voice  I  heard  was  as  it 
were  a  trumpet  talking  to  me."  Someone  has  tdell, 
said;  the  Lojftd  ha^l  only  one  Son  and  he  sent  *Him 
here  to  be  a  preacher.  Lde  can  only  thank  'Sod 
that  He  did  send  Him  to  us.  The  Lotd  talked  to  Pj 
other  prophets  of  the  old  world.  He  knew  what's^ 
best  for  this  one.  Let  us  listen  to  another  voice, 
now.  The  voice  of  the  modern  world,  los^  in  sinf 
groping  in  darkness,  helpless,  sick,  los% 
blundering  around  in  a  Satan  entrapped,  slm- 
cursed  world,  speeding  headlong  down  the  r«ed 
to  distinction.  This  voice  crying  for  help,  cry- 
ing for  the  bread  af  Heaven.  UJho  can  give  thjfes 
help?  Our  ministers?  Yes,  with  the  help  of  out  < 
Sunday  Schools.

CONSTITUTION 

Article  I... This  body  shall  be  known  as  the 
Cherokee  Indian  Missionary  Baptist 
Association, 

Article  II.. The  object  of  this  association  shall 
be  the  promotion  of  Christ's  Kingdom 
among  men  and  the  accomplishments  of 
this  to  be  strictly  comformale  to  the 
New  Testament, 

Article  III.. This  association  shall  be  composed 
of  messengers  chosen  by  the  churches 
in  the  Association.   All  messengers 
are  expected  to  remain  until  the 
business  session  of  the  meeting  is 
over,  unless  excused  by  the  body. 
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Article  IW.....The  messengers  from  each  church 

will  bear  letters  certifying  their  appoint- 
ment; also  a  statement  of  funds  raised  for 
.  pastor's  salary;  incidental  expenses  and 
all  benevolent  purposes  during  the  year. 
All  letters  must  be  in  on  the  first  day  of 
the  Association.   Each  church  is  requested 
to  contribute  ten  dollars  each  annual 
session  to  pay  the  expenses  of  the  associa- 
tion if  financially  able  to  do  so.  Any 
church  not  sending  a  letter  or  messenger 
for  two  years  in  succession  shall  have 
fellowship  withdrawn  from  them  by  the 
association. 

Article  \J The  officers  of  the  association 

shall  be  Moderator,  Assistant  Moderator, 
Interpreter,  Clerk,  Treasurer,  Historian 
and  Missionary. 

Article  VI.... It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 

Moderator  to  preside  during  the  delibera- 
tion of  the  body  and  to  enforce  the 
observance  of  the  Constitution,  preserve 
decorum,  appoint  committees,  decide  all 
questions,  give  his  opinion  concerning  the 
subject  of  discussion  after  others  have 
spoken  or  when  called  upon  to  cast  the 
deciding  vote  in  case  of  a  tie. 

Article  U I I . . .It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  clerk 
to  record  all  proceedings  of  each  annual 
session,  to  superintend  the  printing  and 
distribution  of  the  minutes. 

Article  IX.... Any  church  desiring  to  become  a 
member  of  the  body  shall  present  her 
petition  at  an  early  session  of  this 
assembly  through  her  messengers. 

Article  X The  association  may  invite  visiting 

brethern  to  seats  and  extend  to  them  all 
privileges  except  voting.

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Article  XI.,.. The  annual  session  of  this  body 
shall  begin  on  Thursday  before  the  first 
Sunday  in  October  at  such  time  and  place 
as  the  Association  may  direct  and  shall 
elect  and  install  officers  on  the  first 
day. 

Article  XII... All  committee  reports  or  anything 
pertaining  to  the  minutes  sent  in  to  the 
clerk  on  the  day  of  the  report. 

Article  XIII.  ..UJe  will  receive  no  ministres  into 
this  association  but  those  who  have  a  good, 
moral  character.

ROCK  SPRINGS  BAPTIST  CHURCH 
SEPTEMBER  28,29,30,  1972 


The  meeting  opened  uith  singing  and  prayer. 
Bra.  Frank  Taylor  took  as  the  scripture  for 
devotions,  1  Kings  18:21. 

Roll  call  and  reading  of  letters  folloued, 
uith  fourteen  churches  represented. 

The  morning  offering  was  taken,  totaling 
$19.85. 

Messengers  were  seated,  officers  elected, 
and  committees  appointed.   It  was  moved  and 
sustained  by  a  second  to  retain  the  Rev.  James 
Parris,  as  moderator,  while  Bra.  Israel  Davis 
became  Vice-Moderator  and  Interpreter.  Ruth 
Smith  was  elected  clerk,  and  Carie  Robinson 
uas  retained  as  treasurer. 

The  moderator  appointed  Mason  Ledford,  Mike 
Ualkingstick  ,  and  John  Standingdeer  as  finance 
committee. 

The  Time  and  Place  Committee  consists  of 
Ed  Uelch,  Dale  Banks,  and  Tom  bJachacha.  Another 
committee  uas  selected  to  recommend  an  associa- 
tions! missionary.   Nick  Bradley,  Dock  Smith, 
and  Ularren  Crowe  served  on  this  committee. 
The  Rev.  Dock  Smith  preached. a  most  inspirational 
sermon,  taking  his  text  from  Romans  1:15,16. 

After  prayer,  a  recess  uas  called  for  lunch. 

The  afternoon  session  opened  uith  a  song 
service,  in  Cherokee  and  English. 

Bra.  Buck  West  used  Joshua  2^:1^,15  for 
his  devotions. 

The  roll  uas  called,  and  seven  visitors 
uere  recognized,  and  granted  all  privileges, 
except  that  of  voting. 
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The  reports  from  various  committees  were 
received. 

IdMU  report  by  Emily  Walkings  tick.  Help  is 
offered  to  any  church  interested  in  establishing 
e  UJMU  unit  in  their  church.   A  question  period 
fallowed.  Motion  and  second  to  accept  report. 

Sunday  Schools  and  Training  Union  report  by 
Dillard  Maney.   Attendance  averages  130-1^0, 
wi~h  879  enrolled  in  all  the  churches.  Young 
people  from  the  Mission  held  services  in  camp- 
grounds this  summer,  with  an  average  of  125 
attending  at  the  seven  or  eight  campgrounds 
served.   Only  one  church,  Rock  Springs,  has  a 
"raining  Union  at  the  present  time,  with  an 
enrollment  of  63.   The  Mission  plans  to  resume 
""raining  Union  classes  October  1.   The  young 
people  of  the  church  studied  the  book  of 
Revelation,  taught  by  the  Rev.  Robert  Christop- 
her and  the  Rev.  James  Parris.  Report  accepted. 

Solomon  Queen  discoursed  on  Temperance,  and 
read  from  Romans  6:21,22.  Remarks  on  the  liquor 
problem  were  made,  with  the  Rev.  Parris  recom- 
mending as  one  remedy,  caie  in  voting. 
Dillard  Maney  suggested  Harold  UJinkler  as  a 
speaker  to  explain  remedial  works  on 
alcoholism.   Report  accepted. 

Dillard  Maney  substituted  for  the  Rev.  Ray 
Cantrell,  to  give  the  Evangelism  report.  There 
have  been  76  baptisms  in  all  17  churches.  Moved 
and  sustained  by  a  second  to  accept  this  report.

A  warship  service 
was  begun  in  the  homes  October  1  to  consolidate 
the  place  of  warship.   Local  preachers  will  be 
invited  to  serve.   Prayer  and  volunteer  workers 
will  be  appreciated.   Singing,  Bible  study, 
testimony  and  preaching  will  be  featurers  of 
services.   A  children's  choir  has  been  organized 
and  will  sing  at  the  churches  upon  invitation. 
Report  accepted. 

Cherokee  Child  Care,  no  representative 
present.   It  was  assertained  that  there  are 
approximately  40  children  enrolled,  hours  are 
from  7  AM  to  5  PM.  Payment  is  according  to 
income.   Three  representatives  from  the 
Association  and  two  from  the  Cherokee  Baptist 
Mission  comprise  the  Child  Care  Committee. 
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Song  and  offering.  Total  offering  $18.78. 
Altar  prayer,  followed  by  a  song. 

Taking  as  his  text,  Ljjke  22:31.32,  Bro. 
Roy  French  brought  the  message,  in  the  absence 
of  Bro.  Ed  Jumper.   Scripture  passages  Hebrews 
13:5,6,;  Psalm  23:1  and  John  10:28,29  were  also 
used. 

After  prayer  and  song,  the  meeting  was 
adjourned  for  lunch. 

The  afternoon  session  opened  with  singing 
in  both  Cherokee  and  Englush.   Due  to  the 
illness  of  Bro.  Bill  Craig,  the  devotions, 
taken  from  1  Kings  3:9-11  was  presented  by 
Bro.  John  Standingdeer.   He  closed  with  prayer. 

Roll  Call  was  answered  by  24  messengers. 
Five  visitors  were  recognized  and  given 
privilege  of  speech. 

Bro.  Luther  Osment  spoke  on  the  Cooperative 
Program  and  State  Convention.   In  1814  the 
Triannual  Convention  came  into  being,  with 
Luther  Rice  as  a  traveling  representative. 
Baptists  formed  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention 
in  1845,  at  Augusta,  Georgia.   May  13,  1925 
the  Cooperative  Program  was  started.  Southern 
Baptists  have  been  out  of  debt  since  1943, 
mission  work  has  grown,  as  well  as  Christian 
Education,  homes  and  hosptial  care.   Only  4% 
of  the  money  goes  toward  administration,  2/3 
of  the  money  stays  in  North  Carolina  with  the 
Baptist  State  Convention,  where  it  is  used  for 
state  and  benevolent  missions,  Christian 
Education  and  administration,  1/3  goes  to  the 
Southern  Convention,  where  it  is  used  for  home 
and  foreign  missions  and  seminaries.   There  are 
6000  missionaries,  522  of  them  in  North  Carolina. 
The  watch  word  of the  Cooperative  Program  is 
Sharing., The  Word,  God's  Love,  Our  Money,  and 
liv  ing  the  word.   A  question  period  fallowed. 
Bro.  Ray  French  interpreted  this  information. 
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3tq.    Hugh  Starnes  brought  information 
regarding  the  Baptist  Children's  rlome  in 
Uaynesville.   Thirty-six  per  cent  o°  the  upkeep 
Oif  the  2k   children  comes  from  the  ccaperative 
urogram,  29%  is  from  Thanksgiving  offerings. 
Individual  gifts   account  for  the  remainder. 
All  races  are  served,  but  Cherokee  children 
are  especially  welcome.   The  children  attend 
oublic  school,  and  the  First  Baptist  Church  of 
jjaynesville.   Eight  children  from  the  Home, 
and  fifty  from  the  church  made  a  trip  ~g  Ohio 
to  witness.   Two  years  ago  a  maternity  home 
was  started  in  conjunction  with  the  children's 
home.   Of  the  *tl  girls  who  have  been  cared  for 
thirty-nine  have  written  their  thanks.  '.Visitors 
are  invited  to  come  and  see  first  hand  what  is 
being  done.   A  question  period  closed  this  part 
of  the  program.   Literature  was  given  to  the 
assemblege. 

The  minutes  were  read  and  approved.  After 
a  song  and  prayer  led  by  Bra.  Alfred  Panther, 
the  meeting  was  adjourned.

The  object  of  this  association 
shall  be  the  promotion  of  Christ's  Kingdom 
among  men  and  the  accomplishments  of  this 
to  be  strictly  conformable  to  the  (Mew 
Testament. 

Article  III... This  association  shall  be  com- 
posed of  messengers  chosen  by  the  churches 
in  the  association.   All  messengers  are 
expected  to  remain  until  the  business 
session  of  the  meeting  is  over  unless 
excused  by  the  body. 
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Article  11/.... The  messengers  from  each  church 
will  bsar  letters  cetifying  their  appoint- 
ment: also  a  statement  of  funds  raised  for 
pastor's  salary;  incidental  expenses  and 
all  benevolent  purposes  during  the  year. 
All  letters  must  be  in  on  the  first  day  of 
the  association.   Each  church  is  requested 
to  contribute  ten  dollars  each  annual 
session  to  pay  the  expenses  of  the  associa- 
tion if  financially  able  to  do  so.   Any 
church  not  sending  a  letter  or  messenger  for 
two  years  in  succession  shall  have  fellow- 
ship withdrawn  from  them  by  the  association. 

Article  V The  officers  of  the  association 

shall  be;  Moderator,  Assistant  Moderator, 
Interpreter,  Clerk,  Treasurer,  Historian 
and  Missionary.

THURSDAY,  October  h,    1973 

The  meeting  wss  opened  with  a  song  service 
followed  by  prayer,  led  by  John  Driver.   Dock 
Smith  gave  the  devotion,  using  Matthew  ZU:kkm 
The  moderator  made  a  few  remarks,  and  read 
several  passages  of  scripture.   The  Rev.  and 
Mrs.  Sanders  McLamore  of  Oklahoma  were  welcomed. 

The  letters  were  read  and  messengers 
seated.  ■  Ten  churches  were  represented,  with 
2h   messengers  answering  roll  call.   A  letter 
of  application  for  membership  in  the  Associa- 
tion was  read  from  the  Children's  Home  Baptist 
Chapel.   Their  application  was  accepted.   The 
messengers  from  the  Chapel  ware  welcomed  by  a 
fellowship  hand  shake.   Brother  Ray  Kinsland 
made  a  few  remarks,  thanking  us  for  our  accept- 
ance of  the  Chapel  to  the  association,  and  ask- 
ing for  our  prayers.

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The  Finance  committee,  composed  of  Glenn 
Reed,  Ray  Hinsland  and  Virgil  Swimmer  was 
appointed,  with  Carie  Robinson  as  chairman.

"Dr.  Paul  Sale  and  Buck  klest. 

It  was  moved  and  seconded  to  appoint  a 
committee  to  recommend  Associational  *      •  .-' 
Missionaries  for  1974.   It  consists  of  Dock 
Smith,  chairman;  Roy  Cantrell  and  Enoch  Qwle. 

It  was  moved  and  seconded  to  seat  Sro. 
and  Sister  McLemore  as  honorary  messengers 
with  speaking  privileges. 

As  the  song,  "l»ll  Be  Satisfied-  was  sung, 
an  offering  of  ^24,07  was  received, 

John  bjalkingstick  led  in  prayer,  asking 
for  the  leadership  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  and 
thanking  God  for  His  love  and  care. 

l/ernon  Hornbuckle  and  Ray  Hinsland  were 
excused  from  the  afternoon  session  due  to  the 
necessity  of  driving  the  school  buses. 

Another  song,  "Prepare  to  Meet  Thy  God", 
was  led  by  John  Driver,  while  Bra.  McLemare 
next  led  in  prayer.  The  Rev.  Enoch  Dwl  brought 
the  morning  message,  taking  as  his  scripture, 
John  3:3,  Matt.  25:34  and  35  and  Luke  9:62. 
Bro.  Parris  enlarged  on  these  scriptural 
thoughts.   A  song,  :;Amazing  Grace"  followed, 
after -which  the  session  was  recessed  for  lunch. 
Dr.  Sale  offered  the  closing  prayer. 
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The  afternoon  session  began  with  singing 
in  Cherokee  and  English,  led  by  Isaac  Welch. 

The  devotion  was  in  charge  of  Virgil 
Swimmer,  who  used  John  1^:1-3,  as  his  scriputre, 
He  pointed  out  the  great  comfort  and  promise 
contained  in  these  verses.   He  also  referred  to 
1  Thessalonisns  k: 13-18.   He  expressed  concern 
for  the  unsaved  and  uncaring  souls  who  will  not 
be  ready  when  Christ  returns. 

The  roll  was  called,  and  the  letter  from; 
Zion  Hill  was  read  and  the  two  messengers  from 
that  church  were  seated. 

Brother  John  Hyatt  gave  a  very  compre- 
hensive report  on  Temperance.   He  stressed  the 
relationship  between  alcohol  and  crime.  Alcohol 
leads  in  drug  addiction,  since  it  is  classed  as 
a  drug.   Nine  million  confirmed  alcoholics  are 
reported,  with  an  annual  expenditure  of  twenty 
sic  billion  dollars  for  liquor.   Wot  only  is 
there  a  social  problem,  but  physical  as  well. 
The  use  of  alcohol  is  not  only  a  problem  among 
adults,  but  high  school  pupils  and  even  some  of 
those  in  the  grades  are  involved.  Brother  Hyatt 
states  home  conditions,  such  as  keeping  drink 
in  the  house,  and  permissive  parents  are  partly 
responsible.   He  advises  everyone  to  vote 
against  the  "Liquor  3y  The  Drink"  bill  which 
comes  up  soon  for  consideration.   A  question 
period  followed. 

Information  concerning  time  and  place  for 
voter  registration  was  given  in  Cherokee  by 
John  Driver. 

Brother  Parris  remarked  about  the  untrue 
questionaire  statement  concerning  an  ABC  Store 
on  our  reservation  as  printed  in  the  One  Feather 
and  he  explained  the  discrepances  in  it. 
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Sister  Joanne  McLamora  of  Oklahoma  spoke 
on  the  'J.M.U.   She  stated  there  are  39  active 
circles  in  her  Association  in  Oklahoma.   The 
union  is  involved  solely  in  missions.   She 
described  the  old  time  meetings  with  quilting, 
lunch  and  so  an,  as  a  treasured  childhood 
memory.   She  mentioned  the  "{Desks  of  Prayer" 
now  obsarved  by  tha  jj.M.U.    The  Director, 
President,  and  G.A.  Leader  are  some  of  the 
officers  mentioned.   She  enumerated  the  various 
forms  of  literature  needed.   Shs  advises  con- 
cern for  the  young  people  and  a  program  to  get, 
and  keep  them  in  the  church. 

Steve  Richmond  spoke  regarding  the  Baptist 
Brotherhaad.   No  units  ara  active  now  on  the 
reservation.   The  definition  given  for 
'•'Brotherhood"  is,  !:An  association  cf  men  with 
a  common  aim:!.   In  Matthew  23:19,20,  Jesus  gave 
us  the  Great  Commission.   Brotherhood  works  with 
the  young  boys.   Luke  13:22-30  was  read  as 
pertinent  information  on  the  subject.   He  had 
much  statistical  information  concerning  modern 
youth,  clipped  from  magazines  and  newspapers. 
He  aavacates  the  plan  where  as  the  men  reach 
out  to  these  boys,  to  guide  them,  and  above  all, 
give  them  a  good  example  to  follow.   He  suggests 
a  Brotherhood  organization  even  if  it  is  but 
Associational  unstead  of  individual  churches. 

It  was  moved  and  seconded  to  accept  the 
foregoing  three  reports.   The  minutes  were  read 
and  accepted.

Jesus  Comes r',  and  made  a  few  remarks  warning  of 
the  danger  of  disregarding  the  word  of  God.

RULES  OF  DECORUM 

1.  Every  meeting  of  the  Association  shall  be 
opened  and  closed  with  prayer. 

2.  Visiting  brethren  invited  to  seats  with  us 
may  debate  on  all  subjects  coming  before 
the  association  but  vote  on  none. 

3.  The  Moderator  shall  nominate  and  appoint  all 
committees  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the 
association. 

4.  Mo  subject  shall  be  discussed  vv'ithout  first 
being  presented  on  a  motion  and  second. 

5.  Every  speaker  shall  rise  and  address  the 
moderator  who  shall  announce  the  name  of 
the  speaker  before  he  proceeds. 

6.  Ho  speaker  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on 
the  same  subject  nor  occupy  more  than  ten 
minutes  without  permission  from  the  body. 

7.  The  minutes  shall  b^  read  and  approved 
before  the  adjournment  of  the  Association. 

8.  The  Association  shall  begin  at  10:00  a.m. 
and  close  at  3:00  p.m. 
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Article  I This  body  shall  be  known  as  the 

Cherokee  Indian  Missionary  Baptist 
Association. 

Article  II The  objectof  this  association  shall 

be  the  promotion  of  Christ's  Kingdom 
among  men  and  the  accomplishments  of 
this  to  be  strictly  comformale  to 
the  Mew  Testament. 

Article  III... This  association  shall  be  composed  of 
messengers  chosen  by  the  churches  in 
the  association.  All  messengers  are 
expected  to  remain  until  the  business 
session  of  the  meeting  is  over,  unless 
excused  by  the  body. 

Article  IV.... The  messengers  from  each  church  will 

bear  letters  certifying  their  appoint- 
ment; also  a  statement  of  funds  raised 
for  pastor's  salary;  incidental  ex- 
panses and  all  benevolent  purposes 
during  the  year.  All  letters  must 
be  in  on  the  first  day  of  the 
Association.  Each  church  is  requested 
to  contribute  ten  dollars  each  annual 
session  to  pay  the  expenses  of  the 
association  if  financially  able  to  do 
so.  Any  church  not  sending  a  letter 
or  messenger  for  two  years  in  succes- 
ion  shall  have  fellowship  withdrawn 
from  them  by  the  association. 

Article  V The  officers  of  the  association  shall 

be  Moderator  Assistant  Moderator 9 
Interpreters  Clerk9  Treasurer, 
Historian  and  Missionary. 

Article  VI It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  moderator 

to  preside  during  the  deliberation  of 
the  body  and  to  enforce  the  observance 
of  the  Constitution,  preserve  decorum 9 
appoint  committees a  decide  all  quest- 
ions, give  his  opinion  concerning  the 
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subject  of  discussion  after  others 
have  spoken  or  when  called  upon  to 
cast  the  deciding  vote  in  case  of 
a  tie. 

Article  VI I... It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  clerk. to 
record  all  proceedings  of  each  annual 
session,  to  superintend  the  printing 
and  distribution  of  the  minutes. 

Article  IX Any  church  desiring  to  become  a  member 

of  the  body  shall  present  her  petition 
at  an  early  session  of  this  assembly 
through  her  messengers. 

Article  X.....The  association  may  invite  visiting 
brethern  to  seats  and  extend  to  them 
all  privileges  except  voting. 

Article  XI The  annual  session  of  this  body  shall 

begin  on  Thursday  before  the  first 
Sunday  in  October  at  such  time  and 
place  as  the  Association  may  direct 
and  shall  elect  and  install  officers 
on  the  first  day. 

Article  XI I... All  committee  reports  or  anything 

pertaining  to  the  minutes  sent  in  to 
the  clerk  on  the  day  of  the  report. 

Article  XI I I.. He  will  receive  no  ministers  into 
this  association  but  those  who  have 
a  good,  moral  character.  Me  will 
withdraw  the  right  hand  of  fellowship 
from  every  minister  who  walks  dis- 
orderly and  contrary  to  the  Gospel. 
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ORDER  OF  BUSINESS 

1.  Read  letters  and  enroll  messengers. 

2.  Elect  moderator  and  assistant  moderator. 

3.  Elect  clerk,  interpreters  treasurer,  and 
historian. 

4.  Elect  Executive  committee  and  missionary. 

5.  Denomination  sermon. 

6.  Hear  report  of  committees. 

7.  Provide  for  printing  of  minutes. 

8.  Minutes  should  be  read  and  corrected  each  day, 

9.  Call  for  treasurer's  report. 
10.   Miscellaneous  business. 


CHEROKEE  INDIAN  MISSIONARY  BAPTIST  ASSOCIATION 
Children's  Home  Chapel 
October  3,  1974 

The  meeting  opened  with  a  song  service,  led 
by  Bro.  Norman  West,  followed  by  devotions.  Brother 
Israel  Davis  took  as  his  scripture  Matthew  5:14. 
He  called  on  us  as  God's  children  to  let  our  lights 
shine,  and  to  work  for  Christ.  Our  lives  are  to  be 
a  witness  and  example.  He  closed  with  a  prayer  in 
Cherokee. 

Letters  were  read  from  twelve  churches,  and 
twenty- two  messengers  seated.  The  letters  were 
approved. 

Brother  Knight  from  the  Baptist  State  Hospital 
was  recognized. 

Election  of  officers  followed.  For  moderator, 
James  Parris  was  retained  by  popular  vote.  Assist- 
ant moderator,  Isaac  klelch  v/as  nominated  and 
elected.  Clerk,  it  was  moved  and  seconded  to  retain 
Ruth  Smith.  Treasurer,  Carie  Robinson  was  nominated 
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and  retained.  She  suggested  a  treasurer  to  handle 
the  Camp  Meeting  Funds  be  elected. 

Associatienal  i-lissionaries  election  was  post- 
poned until  Saturday. 

The  Finance  Committee  was  appointed ,  consisting 
of  Bert  Swimmer2  Harlan  Moody 9   Clarence  Jackson  and 
Carie  Robinson  as  chairman. 

As  a  song  was  sung9  an  offering  of  $13.12  was 
received.  Another  song3  and  a  prayer  led  by  Bro. 
Dock  Smith  preceeded  the  sermon  by  the  Reverend 
J.D.  Griffin.  He  chose  for  his  scripture 3 
John  6:1-14.  He  pointed  out  that  Phillip  was  . 
"cash  minded" 9  Andrew  was  "crowd  minded" 9  and 
neither  was  "Christ  minded."  He  likened  the  bread 
and  fishes  to  the  spiritual  food  we  are  expected  to 
share.  He  stressed  the  fact  that  there  is  now  a 
famine  for  the  Word  of  God.  Our  shame  is  our  failure 
to  break  the  Bread  of  Life  to  a  hungry  populace. 
They  NEED  what  we  HAVE.  We  have  not  earned  its  or 
merited  it9  and  have  failed  to  share  it  as  we 
should.  This  food  must  go  from  God*  through  us9 
to  them.  He  closed  with  prayer  that  we  might  feed 
others  spiritually 9  and  they  can  receive  and  digest 
this  food. 

The  moderator  made  a  few  remarks,  showing  that 
if  we  use  what  we  have9  with  God's  help  we  can  do 
much. 

Brother  Knight  spoke  breifly,  stating  that 
51  years  ago  the  hospital  opened  in  Winston-Salem. 
There  human  healing  is  subjugated  to  spiritual 
healing.  He  said  modern  methods  are  used9  but  the 
hospital  personnel  realize  and  acknowledge  there 
is  a  higher  Power  over  these  extensive  new  methods. 
He  expressed  thanks  for  all  aid  given  the  hospital. 
Persons  who  need  help  but  cannot  pay9  are  helped  by 
the  Mother's  Day  Fund.  He  invited  any  interested 
persons  to  visit  the  hospital. 
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Brother  NicLamore  of  Murphy,  and  Brother  Harris 
of  Victory  Baptist  Church  were  introduced.  After  a 
song,  Brother  Harris  offered  prayer,  and  the  meeting 
was  recessed  for  lunch. 

Brother  Isaac  Welch  served  as  moderator  for 
the  afternoon  session,  which  opened  with  a  song  J, 
service.  Brother  Clarence  Jackson  used  Romans  10:1 
and  the  nucleus  for  his  devotions.  He  advised  con- 
cern for  the  unsaved,  for  being  a  good  witness  for 
Christ,  and  allowing  Him  to  take  complete  control 
of  our  lives.  We  should  live  and  work  for  our  Lord 
first  of  all.  Brother  Roy  French  led  in  prayer. 

Twenty- two  messengers  answered  roll  call. 

Brother  Dillard  Maney  brought  the  report  on 
Training  Union.  Two  churches,  Children's  Home 
Chapel  and  Rock  Springs  have  57  enrolled  in  each, 
making  a  total  of  114.  Cherokee  Baptist  plans  to 
begin  holding  Training  Union  classes  in  the  near 
future.  He  explained  the  use  and  proceedure  of 
Training  Union  sessions.  Brother  Bo  Parris  made 
a  few  remarks  advocating  the  real  worth  of  Training 
Union.  It  was  voted  to  accept  and  approve  the 
foregoing  report. 

The  report  on  House  to  House  Visitation  was 
given  by  Norman  West.  He  read  scripture  citing 
the  need  for  spreading  the  gospel  of  Jesus  Christ. 
He  recited  some  of  his  experiences  while  out  visit- 
ing in  homes.  Brother  Isaac  Welch  also  spoke 
briefly  on  this  subject.  Brother  Harlan  Moody 
advocates  prayer  before  visiting.  Brother  Dillard 
Maney  recounted  an  experience  showing  results 
under  God's  leadership. 

Brother  Bo  Parris  called  attention  to  Acts  5:42 
and  the  need  for  persistant  daily  witnessing.  He 
explained  the  proceedure  used  by  Big  Cove  in  its 
visitation  program. 
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In  the  absence  of  Mrs.  Calvin  k'alkingstick, 
the  Child  Care  report  was  brought  by  Sister  Lucy 
McLaughlin.  There  was  an  average  monthly  attendance 
of  25-30  during  1973-74.  The  present  enrollment  is 
thirty- two.  The  children  receive  training  in  Bible 
storeis  and  verses,  amid  a  general  good  home 
atmosphere.  There  are  applications  waiting  to  be 
filled  due  to  Tack  of  space  and  teachers.  It  was 
voted  to  acdept  this  report. 

A  waiting  period  was  occupied  by  a  short  song 
service.  It  was  moved  and  approved  by  a  second  to 
have  the  minutes  read  at  this  time.  They  were  read 
and  approved. 

Brother  Ray  Kins! and  reported  on  Christian 
Education.  The  church  building  and  furnishings 
cost  $36,000,  all  payments  were  donations  from 
members  and  other  interested  persons.  The  organ 
and  piano  were  obtained  through  Mrs.  Mary  Chiltoskie 
and  by  a  gift  of  Green  Stamps.  He  said  the  present 
enrollment  at  Mars  Hill  of  1574  is  the  largest  in 
history.  A  scholarship  was  offered,  first  to  an 
inhabitant  of  the  Children's  Home9  or  if  not  needed 
there ,  to  someone  on  the  reservation  at  large. 
Sharon  Bradley  is  attending  Mars  Hill  because  of 
this  scholarship.  Until  the  churches  can  fully 
support  the  college,  and  government  money  must  be 
accepted,  we  must  expect  government  orders  to  go 
with  it.  In  November  a  special  Bible  Study  program 
for  preachers  will  take  place.  He  states  that  if 
we  are  Christians,  we  chould  be  e\/ery  day  Christians 
and  in  eyery   place  we  go.  He  pointed  out  that  we 
cannot  judge  schools  and  other  institutions  by  a 
few,  either  good  or  bad.  This  report  was  approved 
and  accepted  by  vote.  It  was  moved  and  seconded  to 
accept  this  addition  to  the  minutes.  After  a  song, 
a  handshake  and  a  prayer  by  Harlan  Moody,  the 
meeting  was  dismissed. 
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Friday,  October  4,  1974 

The  meeting  for  Friday  October  4  began  with  a 
song  service.  Brother  Esiah  Reed  led  the  devotions, 
using  Acts  1:8  and  Acts  2:1-4  as  his  subject.  He 
pointed  out  the  need  for  the  Holy  Spirit  in  all  our 
lives.  Israel  Davis  led  in  prayer. 

Twenty- five  messengers  answered  roll  call. 
Mr.   and  Mrs.  Hedrick  and  Mrs.  Gorham  were 
welcomed  as  visitors.  A  song  in  Cherokee  followed. 

Brother  Warren  Crowe  gave  the  report  on  Sunday

Brother  Crow  advocates  instituting  an  "out 
reach"  committee  to  contact  Sunday  School  prospects.

While  a  song  was  sung,  an  offering  of  $23.11 
was  received.  BrothQr   Isaac  Welch  led  in  prayer. 
The  following  were  excused:  J.D.  Griffin,  Warren 
Crow  and  Ray  Kins! and.  John  Driver  was  excused 
temporarily.

Macedonia 
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Several  who  attended  the  meeting  but  were  not 
messengers  were  granted  the  privilege  of  speaking 9 
but  not  voting.  There  were  four  from  Macedonia, 
Two  from  Cherokee  Baptist 9  and  one  each  from 
Yellow  Hill  and  Big  Cove.  Also  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Hendricks  and  firs.  Gorham. 

Norman  West  led  in  prayer. 

After  a  song.  Brother  Roy  French  brought  the 
messages  in  place  of  Brother  Deck  Smith 9  who  was 
absent j  due  to  illness.  He  used  1  Corinthians  15:34 
as  an  illustration  of  his  opening  remarks.  "Being 
Involved"  was  the  subject  of  his  sermon.  He  used 
as  his  text*  Luke  9:23-26.  He  pointed  out  that 
our  actions  and  our  words  do  not  always  agree.  He 
advised  us  to  get  involved  in  spreading  the  Word, 
no  matter  what  the  cost  to  ourselves.  He  closed 
his  discourse  with  prayer. 

Prayer  was  offered  by  Brother  Buck  West, 
before  the  meeting  was  dismissed  for  dinner. 

The  afternoon  session  began  with  a  song 
service ,  led  by  Brother  Norman  West.  The  assistant 
moderator.  Brother  Isaac  Welch  presided  in  the 
afternoon.  Brother  Yirgil  Swimmer  led  the  devotion 
using  John  20:21  as  his  scripture  reading.  He  also 
referred  to  Matthew  28:18-20  and  Phil.  4:4-7. 
Prayer  closed  his  devotions. 

Twenty-two  messengers  answered  roll  call. 

Cecelia  Taylor  brought  the  obituary  report. 
Ten  deaths  have  occurred  during  the  past  year, 
they  are:  George  Teesateskie,  Sr.s  Little  Snowbird; 
Thomas  Jumper,  Children's  Home  Chapel;  Mrs.  Pauline 
Beasley9  Yellow  Hill;  Thomas  R.  Driver  and  Spencer 
Driver,  Straight  Fork;  Ray  Bradley,  El  wood  Smith, 
and  Doris  Youngdeer  Queen,  Rock  Springs;  Gaffney 
Long,  Zion  Hill;  Rachel  George,  Macedonia.  It  was 
voted  to  accept  this  report. 
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Roy  French  brought  the  report  on  licensed  and 
ordained  ministers.  There  are  22  ordained ,  but  some 
are  inactive.  There  are  5  licensed  preachers. 
The  ordained  ministers  are  as  follows:  John 
Walkingstick,  Enoch  Owle,  Goliath  George,  Nick 
Braldey,  Clifford  Hornbuckle,  Dock  Smith,  Dee  Owle, 
J.D.  Griffin 9  Roland  Whi taker,  Robert  Christopher, 
James  Parris9  Abe  Lossiah,  Dewees  Bradley,  Leonard 
Lambert,  Thomas  Lambert,  John  Driver,  Dale  Banks, 
Isaac  Welch  Sr. ,  Roy  French,  Shepherd  Squirrel, 
Arthur  Locust,  and  Sam  Queen.  The  liscensed 
preachers  consist  of;  John  David  Arch,  James 
Sequoayah,  Wayne  Hornbuckle,  Tom  Wachacha  and 
Harlan  Moody.  Brothers  Sam  Teesatuskie  and  Louis 
Brown  are  serving  in  two  churches  not  in  this 
association.  It  was  moved  and  approved  by  a  second 
to  accept  the  ministers  report. 

Brother  Buck  West  gave  the  temperance  report. 
He  deplored  the  excessive  use  of  alcoholic  drinks 
by  our  people.  We  are  forbidden  by  God's  word  to 
indulge  in  such  beverages.  We  should  learn  the 
meaning  of  the  word  "Temperance".  People  should 
put  their  money  to  a  more  useful  purpose  than 
alcohol.  He  used  Romans  14:21  as  his  authority. 
Brother  West's  report  wa§  accepted. 

The  W.M.U.  report  was  given  by  Sister  Margaret 
Davis.  She  advocates  a  Woman's  Missionary  Union 
in  each  of  our  churches.  She  called  for  the  women 
to  back  up  the  men  in  Christian  service.  She  cited 
the  need  for  articles  for  burned  out  families,  and 
related  that  the  women  made  quilts,  while  some 
donated  sheets  and  other  necessary  articles.  This 
is  a  good  chance  to  share,  both  materially  and 
spiritually.  Sister  Carie  Robinson  spoke  briefly 
about  her  recent  trip  to  Mexico,  and  the  great 
need  for  help  for  missions. 
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Brother  Bro  Parris  spoke  on  pastors  and  visit- 
ation. He  stated  that  people  will  do  what  their 
pastors  do.  Selections  from  Ezekiel,  Hebrews,  Titus 
and  Timothy  were  used  to  illustrate  his  words.  Some 
preachers  use  their  office  as  a  means  of  making 
money.  A  pastor's  duty  is  to  his  flock,  even  though 
he  must  hold  down  a  job  to  support  his  family. 
He  should  follow  the  instructions  given  in  the  Word 
of  God,  and  be  a  good  example  to  all  those  in  his 
care.  He  has  cares  and  troubles,  but  a  trust  in 
God  will  carry  him  through. 

Brother  Virgil  Swimmer  spoke  next  on  Deacons 
and  visitation.  He  stated  that,  where  God  calls 
the  preachers,  the  church  calls  the  deacons. 
He  read  Acts  6:1-4  and  discussed  it.  Deacons  some 
times  fail  by  not  taking  their  duties  seriously. 
1  Timothy  3  gives  the  qualifications  for  a  deacon 
AND  HIS  WIFE.  These  should  be  thoroughly  investigat- 
ed before  the  deacons  are  ordained. 

A  committee  composed  of  Dillard  Maney,  Clarence 
Jackson  and  Israel  Davis  was  appointed  to  nominate 
Associational  Missionaries. 

Bo  Parris,  Isaac  Welch,  Buck  West,  Norman 
West  and  Lillian  Crowe  were  excused  from  the  Saturday 
morning  session  for  as  long  as  necessary. 

The  minutes  were  read  and  after  corrections 
were  accepted. 

After  a  song,  Brother  Esiah  Reed  dismissed 
the  assemblege  with  prayer. 

Saturday,  October  5,  1974 

The  Saturday  meeting  opened  with  singing,  led 
by  the  moderator,  Brother  Parris,  after  which  Bro. 
John  Driver  led  in  prayer. 

Due  to  the  absence  of  Albert  Crowe,  Warren 
Crowe  brought  the  devotion ,  using  Luke  24:45-48. 
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He  pointed  out  that  if  the  unsaved  are  fed 
spiritually ,  we,  the  saved,  must  feed  them.  He 
closed  with  a  prayer. 

Twenty  one  messengers  answered  roll  call, 
with  two  excused.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Virgil  Swimmer 
were  also  excused  at  this  time,  to  attend  a  funeral. 

Brother  Isaac  Welch  took  over  the  duties  of 
moderator  at  this  time. 

The  reports  of  the  missionaries  followed. 
John  Driver  reported  69  sermons  in  churches, 
25  services  in  homes,  15  hospital  visits,  conducted 
3  funerals,  worked  for  a  week  in  a  revival.  There 
were  22  reded i cat ions,  and  he  baptised  one  convert. 

Brother  Isaac  Welch  made  23  homes  visits, 
called  at  Cherokee  hosptial  17  times  and  Bryson 
hospital  7  times.  He  worked  in  6  revivals,  only 
one  of  which  was  in  our  Association,  at  Little 
Snowbird,  with  7  saved.  There  were  39  rededi cations 
He  preached  13  sermons  in  churches,  and  participated 
in  a  Bible  Study  for  6  nights..  He  stated  he  travel- 
ed 3800  miles  during  the  year  in  his  capacity  as 
Associational  Missionary.  It  was  voted  to  accept 
the  Missionary's  reports. 

As  a  song  was  sung,  led  by  Brother  Bob 
Christopher,  an  offering  of  $16.16  was  received. 

Brother  Hedricks  spoke  following  a  period  of 
prayer.  He  stressed  the  point  that  saved  people  must 
do  an  about  face  and  be  new  person.  He  advocated 
tithing  for  each  of  us,  cheerful  giving,  and  not 
grudgingly.  He  advised  more  strictness  in  dealing 
with  the  actions  of  church  members.  Bo  Parris  led 
the  singing  of  a  hymn  in  Cherokee,  after  which 
he  read  scripture  from  Matthew  28:16-20.  This 
passage,  together  with  Mark  16:15-18,  John  21:21 
and  Acts  1:8  present  a  complete  picture  of  our  job 
to  "go  and  tell".  He  recalled  God's  promise  to 
save  and  forgive,  if  we  truly  repent.

Lutner  Osment  offered  prayer,  and  the  meeting  was 
recessed  for  lunch.  y
